The delay caused by this work anid the 
refilling of the Immkers resulted in. the 
Fomdum proceeding to Battle Harbor, 
Lalirador, a few days in advance. Here 
the Jeary reporned ws an July. 2) both 
ships going north on the sth to Domino 
Run, where we purchased a supply of 
native sealskin boots, much lighter and 
armen for northern work than our 
homerntvdle pirodiet. 

Five miles east of Cape Harrison both 
ships met the iee-pack Iving close against 
the land and extending north in an almost 
unbroken sheet. 

This was the Peary’s first encounter 
with the pack. It #5 generally conceded 
hy experienced men that on iron ship 1s 
not the eqnal of a wooden ship tor north- 
erm work. When Inickng ite, rivets ate 
ensily started: when sailing in uncharteil 
waters, pradming i Imminent at any 
moment: and steel linlls are easily poate. 
tured Iwvosharp rocks. There-are no dry 
docks in the North except the beach, 


which a deep-draft ship cannot reach. A 
steel hull cannot be compressed without 
seripus injury. A wooden hull will spring 
hawk nite shape, 

The Peory, with her Goo-horsepower 
triple exp IS IC engines, her Cj font pro 
peller, and hier triple-plated Tra, ersase 
her way through the ice as if thos were 
mere play.

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At five the next morning we were again 
underway, breaking out through the pack

There most of cuir men saw their firs 
polar bear not in captivity. She ambled 
along over the tce fields, pust ont of -rifie 
range, Or a cotirse parallel to thot of the 
Feary. ‘To our surprise, she turned. to- 
ward tis, and plunged mio open water 

almost under the bows of the ship. A 
fine shot by MeDonald gave us a spec- 
men for the Provincetown Museu, 

Cane York was blocked with ice aml 
elearly insceeasble. We reluctantly 
passed it by, for here we always receive 
the first news of the Smith Sound Its- 
limes. 

A, broken field extended northward in 
tinder the Crimson Chifls. While we were 
working throtigh , two rifle shots were 
herd and two kay ake were scen paddling 
toward us from three tents om the beach. 
The visitors were Tung-Wwe, an old-time 
nasistant of Peary’s, ond young Ma- 
tpt. 

“Tohaceo !" was the ery, as it always is 
derme the. summer months, when these 
natives are cut off from the trading sta- 
tion, Thule, at North Star Bay. We 
stopped our engines, supplied their wants, 
em hastened on (ace poge 487). 

Shortly: after passing Conical Rock we 
enocmnttercd a for so dense that we nor- 
rowly mussed several large beres looming 
mauntaintike in the mist, The Peary, 
being longer, does not ressond as quickly 
fo ber helm os the Aomdom. She was 
therefore in greater danger of collision. 
A radio request from Captain Steele that 
we kiy to for a while was readily com- 
plied with, since the compasses on both 
ships were extremely sluggish and at 
times varied by 20 and 30 degrees.

AS EMERGENCY TRRAQT TE StETED 


Returning, we took a more southerly 
chttrse, gomg eust by way of the Heit- 
stud Fiord (an ann of Hayes Fiord), 
which, te our surprise, was entirely free 
of ice, Skimming the tops of the big 
hills, we passed over Rice Strait (between 
the matnland and Pim Island, of which 
Cape Sabine is the northeastern extrem- 
ity) to find, if possible, the hut and pro- 
vision station built by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment in 1924 witha view to the estab- 


lishment of a Northwest Mounted Patice 
station at that point, 

As Schur spiraled down toward the 
Fram's winter quarters of 18g8-oq, we 
descritd the square dot, which we knew 
to be the building, a short distance from 
the edge of the water. 

We had learned from the Smith Sound 
Rakimes that they had visited the station 
during the spring and bad found it filled 
with foo)—an emetgency station for ws, 
if need ie, for we knew that our brother 
Canadians would not object to our using 
these supplies if it cime to a matter of 
hte or death. 


A SHITTIER WALEUS AND HEU BABY DIs- 
TURNED BY AIRMEN 


‘We now heared out over the jce fields 
of South Sound for home. A few miles 
westof Littleton Island we saw a mother 
wilras and her baby sleeping on a pian 
ofice, As we dropped to an altitude of 
100 feet, the mother sleepity mised her

Pwo of the planes succeeded in reach- 
ing the mouth of the ford, lit were un- 
able to establish a station, cwing to rengeh 
water and cross winds, ; 

On August #2 the wind blew so hard 
from the south that nothing could he done, 
We spent the day watching the planes to 
prevent them from going adrift and in 
pine up empty barrels, boards, and 
half of the raft, used by the mechanics in 


working upon the planes, which a rowel 


sea aretid the Prary had torn loose and 
thrown on the Dench. 
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The 13th was our tnlucky day, Ewery- 
thing that had not happened previottsly 
sect] ta occur then The day was 
wshered in with a gale from the northeast, 
which later: veered to the north, At 5:30 
a m.a boat broke Joose from the Peary 
aml went drifting seaward, With very 
litte hope of ever recapturing it, T went 
alter it in our 12-foot rowboat, Just 
outside of Etah Harbor I found it dash- 
ing on the rocks, half filled with water. 

This salvaged, 1 renched the Modan 
in time to see the Nd-2, fastened] by a 
ling rope to the stern, slowly sinking, her 
seams having started In the rough sea. 
She was vot to be outdone in the dramatic 
itanner of her sinking. Bow first is the 
custom with big ships, and bow down she 
went, lifting her red, white, and bloc tal 
high into the air, ready for the plunge 
(see, also, text, page 529). 

Instant work hy John M. Jaynes, my 
engineer, and Ralph PL Robinson, my 
mate, saved her, Rocheville, ao Navy 
mechanic, who was always on his job, 
immediately freed the forward compsart- 
ment of its load of plane equipment anid 
water, Pumps were started and ima tew 
minutes the N.d-2 was nding light! 
avain, but siace the engine was filled witl 
galt water-a new one must be substituted. 

A few minutes after this incident a 
volume of black smoke rolled up from the 
forward deck of the Peary, With her 
decks loaded to the rails with gasoline, 
was she on fire?

The day ended with floe ice enilearor- 
ing ty carry two of the planes out of the 
harbor, AS a ministire berg scraped 
and crunched along the side of the Prary, 
Rocheville sat on the end of a plane wing 
with legs stiffly extended to ward off the 
enemy and save the fabric. This. plane 
safe, we turned our attention to the Nes, 
directly in the path of two small bergs 
driving fast before the wind. Our motor- 
hoats dragged the plane to one sie, letting

SHCOND CACHE LANDED ON SAWYER DAY 

August 1sth was a beantifol day. The

in another attempt to land supplies at 
the heallbof Flagler Fiord, and, if weather 
conditions permtted, to po on into Can- 
non Fiord. At 8:30 the next morning 
they were back, reporting that Flagler 
Fierd was inaceessible. ‘They bad! there- 
fore gene on to the head of Sawyer Bay; 
on the north side of the Bache Penitsiula, 
and had there left a emall cache, (See 
Map of the Arctic Repions, supplement 
with this number of the Nation at Gee 
GuarHic MAGAZINE.) 
"The afternoon of the 7th was the 
finest we hod had since leaving Labra- 
dor, Unfortunately, the Nad-s required 
a new engine and the Naf-2 was perm 
nently disabled. 

Work continued on the third of our 
planes in the vain hope that something 
might yet bevdone, On the evenme of 
the ith, from the deck of the Boredom, 
enitle 200 yards clistarit, Wit noticed Harries: 
under the stern of the Peary, close to 
the N.A-3, | 

lt proved to be a freon the water— 
burning gasoline which had oversprenl 
the surface, Before it could be extm- 
vitished, one wing of the imperiled plate 
was so. badly scorched that it was de- 
cided to substiinte a rew one. To re- 
move her engine and replace one wing 
would require at least three days. 

Such happenings should not be credites! 
to carelessness, for they occur from en- 
gine lack-fire, repair torches, ete.

To watch the incoming tide flow over 
her cual and up the slantme deck was 
no new expenence.

We knew that she would 
tise as she did, and within an hour we 
were afloat and chugeing along in search 
of anchored barrels, All but six were 
found and reloaded, and we proceeded to 
Karna, to land E-took-a-shewo, 
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Two hours’ anchorage here convinced 
us that no ship should ever call at this 
port. Under the pressure of a strong. 
northeast wind, great blocks of gtocial 
ice came down across our anchor chain, 
threatening to pick us op bodily and 
sweep ts dawn Ingleheld Bay, 

We were glad to wp anchor, snap the 

bells. and send before the wind for Cape 
Parry. 
— Tn the exe two divs; backme strong 
head winds and heavy seas, and encoun- 
tering fogs and anowsterms, beth ships 
groped them way southward. 

A last good-bye at a small encampment 
must be made if possible to deliver a few 
presents sent north by Miss Miriam Lank, 
of Hope, Rhode Islan. 

From the crow’s nest a landing seemed 
impossible becnee of closely packed jor. 
A small boat would never do 1. There- 
fore | decided to work the Bewdoin in 
through the pack. 

With: Lieutenant Rigg. ef the United 
Stites Coast and Geodetic Survey, throw- 
ing the lead whenever he eonld find an 
opening in the floe ice, hogging close 
to our hull, we sounded oar way within 
100 yards of the shore, and then, accom- 
pamed by Maynard Willams, who was:

landed upon the rocks, not without diffi-

Gaver learned the necessity of keepin 
his plates cool while taking pictures of 
cacti tor the National Geographic Society 
in New Mexico," where a vault in a stone 
cotirthotse wits the only safe depository 
for his autochrome plates when the tem- 
perature'stood at 103° inthe shade.

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The Godthaah Fiord is Go miles in 
length ancl as beautiful as it is long, reveal- 
ing a composite pictire of Norway and 
Switzerland —the fiords of the former, the 
snoweappied poaks of the latter, It was 
titercsting to know thar within a few 
yards of the shore we were sailing im 
waters nearly 2,000 feet cleep; that some 
of the peaks towered almost from the 
water's edge to more than §.000 feet in 
height! And more interesting was it to 
renlive that we were suling the sane 
waters traversed by the hardy Vikings in 
their high-prowed op boats mere than 
Hoo years ago! 

THE FIRST GLIMPSE OF NOSE RUINS 

As we approached the head of the ford 
anil bebeld the glaciers descending from 
the great Greenland fee-cip we were “all 
eves’ for our first plimpse of a Norse 


rum, In the gathering twilight it was 
very distinct—a syuare rock tiailding, 


standing in the center of an elevated plain 
1oo feet above the water's eclire, 

It was with a feeling almost of rever- 
ence that we stood at the open door of 
what had apparently been a church, a 
beautifully Unit and well-preserved mock 
structure, in size roughly 20 feet sqnare. 
with walls to feet im height. Its roof, 
probably of logs and thatched with turf, 
Was misaime (see pie Sli), 

If it did serve as a church, naturally 
arises the question, “Why not windows 7" 
In Tiew of these we discovered small 


port- or peep-holes, for it is Tard to con- 
ceive how anything, even arrows, could 


have been hurled through such soll 
openings: I gin informed by some of the 
Danish officials that charches seryed the 
doulile purpose of worship and defense, 
and it is possible that the Norsernen went 
to service, 28 our Pilgrim forefathers in 
New Enaland cid, with weapons in their 
hands, 

Withm a few yards of thts structure 
were the remains of several luillings and 
alas the tock outlines of thetr stuckyarils 
and barns for cattle, which we know they 
had—sheep, goats, aod cows. 

What litth we had the good fortune to 
see—ondl we are extremely gratetul to the 
Danes for this privilege—whetted our ap- 
petites for myre and for further invest 
gation in thé future.

We reached Godthaah on the night of 
September 17, feeling well repaid for the 
t20-mile trun of the Potmdann, 

Qin the morning of: September. 21 we 
were away for Labrador witha fair wind 
antl fairly good weather, but im the eve- 
ning a pale come in from the northesst 
anil east, with a driving tam and heavy 
Sea, 

Aitter na stormy passare the Labrador 
hills of Cape Murford loomed ip through 
the driving mist, their tops. white with 
new snow on the morning of the 24th, 
ie aeaeepate al the fine harbors which 
bis past, we struggled 
aeainst writ bi sea to get. up under 
thie fund before dark—a vain hope. We 
were forced to square awity down the 
coast for Jack Lane Bay. At midnight 
we cauvht the welcome 2-second Hash of 
Cane Harrigan, our first lighthouse since 
leaving the Labrador coast on July 19, 

There was great re;oicime at the Grom- 
held home, on fack Lane Bay, a3 we

We were under 
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the wind whipped around from the south- 
east to northwest, with vivid flashes of 
lightning and driving rain. A nasty criss 
sea caught the Poudvom fram every direc- 
tion. She shipped tons of water over ler 
bow and over both tails, threatening to 
wish some af my men overboard, 

We finally shortened down toa foresal 
alone, to case ship a bit. In taking down 
our torestiuysal, or jumbo, Salmon wns 
tlmust completely buried liv a sea which 
swept over the bow, and Melken was 
tuken off bis feet. Working tn the pitch 
dark, they did well to remain on deck. 


A CLOSH CALL 


Fearing for their safety and not hear- 
ing on sennd above the roar of the wind 
and rishoof waters, T left the wheel for 
a moment and ran forward to lear it 
they were still there, T found then tuy- 
ging-on the sail, endeavoring to lash tt 
down to the boom, If had no sooner 
reached the wheel than the third memler 
of my watch, Rawson, otir fifteen-vear- 
old cahin boy, was knocked down by a 
ona which swept aft alone the deck, tush 
with the low rnil—-a close call. 

At this moment the ominous. slitting 
atid hanging of a sail revealed that the 
lacy on our forepalf had giver way, 
This meant: the loss of our most valued 
stl unfess it could be thken om atone, 

“All hands on deck!" and up they cane 
with a rush, showing that each man: hal 
tumbled into his bunk “all standing,” as 
we say at seq, 

No man on shore can-properly visualize 
uch a scene—ronr af wind, swash of 
witers, srap and crock of canvas anil 
ropes—a litth ship buried in froth, dark 
dilskin-clad formes working rapidly here 
nnd there, the blackness punctnated with 
orders trom the officer in chatge, as wave 
after wave reached over the rail, ending 
with a thud against lifeboat ar calin, 

With engine fall speed ahead, we were 
dropping: backward, and there were times 
whee the Mordor seemed to have. de- 
cided to go back North. She headed east 
and fairly ran away with the bit. an her 
teeth wod her jaws frothing. 

But the next nierning wax glorttis— 
a beautiful fall day, and good weather, 

All day we rated along tm under the 
land—a glorious «ail—with the Peary, 
whieh had been awaiting us at Aalifax,

slowly creeping up. Nobuntil we rounded 
Cape Sable, however, and were well in 
toward Seal Istind, on the last leg of our 
voyage, did she forge past us, her lighted 
cabins piving her the appearance of an 
ecein liner, Three long blasts of ber 
whistle ended the tace, as she crept ahead 
and ihsappeared into the night, heading 
up for Monhegan Island, off the Maire 
coast, nearly abreast of Wiscasset. 

Tk may be of value to those who are 
interested in birda to knew that all the 
next day various species came flutter- 
ing to our decks and rigging, Many of 
them were easily cauelit in the hand, al- 
thongh apparently not exhausted, Aniwone 
them Dr. Koel recognized the chipping 
sparrow, junoo, ruby-crowned kingtet, 
Wack-and-white creeper, and ovyrtle war- 
bier: Some of them few down into our 
cabins, into the engine room, and even 
apent the night m our bunks. 

At 5 o'clock in the afternnodn we cauglit 
the famt otttlines of Monhegan and 
headed for the southern entrance. As we 
entered and ran through the harbor, we 
were saluted by the Feory and by the 
islinders crowding the dock, 

A GALT AT TOME PORT TILRES HOLD 

We had arrived on time and were ready 
to lenve for Wiscasset the next morning ; 
bat the next morning had mo intention 
of permitting us to leave. At $a. im. 1 
was atoused by the slatting of the hal- 
vards and the roar of the wind thretgh 
the tigen: The gale inerensed in 
strength through the morning and hy 
mid-afternoon we were in the center of 
i chaos of white water, Up. to. this time 
we had been anchored behind a ledge, T 
deciled to go around into the harler 
itself. Well we did, for that night Mon- 
hegan, with other parts of the Arnerican 
coast, experienced a real gale. 

Sinday was litth better. It wis the 
irony of fate that, within 30 miley of 
hore and thousands of people awniting 
our retorn, we were unable to reach the 
mainand, but at (a. m., October 12, the 
Peary and the Bowdoin steamed out of 
the island shelter arid at 9:30 anchores! 
in Wiscasset, to be met by Gowernor 
Brewster of the State and by himdreds 
of people crowding docks and streets, 

We were home!

, VIATION will conquer the Arctie— 
and the Antarctic, too, Hut at 
Kk will be difficult and hacardous. 
These things, however, only increase the 
extrordinary lure of the Polar regions. 
Tt seers fitting that the United States 
Navy, so prominent in Arctic history, and 
the National Geographic Sociery should 
have jomed hands Inst suirnitrier th Arctic 
exploration by aircraft, ‘This work wall 
nat end until all the wonderful reccirds 
made by the dog sledves hive been sur- 
passed-and the heart of the great unex- 
plored area reached—un area, contamimg 
a million square miles, which has so far 
haffied all attempts to perpetrate it, | 
The world was determited that the 
North Pole should be reached, and now 
it will not be content until the secrets of 
this tinexplored area are revesded, 
Peary’s great achievement was the 
tolmmination of centuries of effort, where 
tragedy was frequent and failure the rule. 





But each tragedy and each failure, along. 


with each success, was a stepping stone 
for the nextexplorer who came along, 

So itis with exploration from the air. 
The MacMillan Expedition has, we hope, 
taken aviation conditions in the Far 
North out of the column of the unknowt, 
and we believe that in the afr teuttle 
with the Arctic clements last summer we 
learned sonw facts of value to all future 
aviators in Polar regions.

We continued on to Kewl Peninsola 
(the fongue of land Iving between 
Hayes and Flagler Piords}, fiying at an 
altinicde of 4.000 leer Low-long clouds 
hung over the peninsula, with many 
ruggedt peaks appearing above them, 

Ahead we saw very high snow- arid 
choud-covered mountains: which. appeared 
to be impassable, We kept on, however, 
hoping to find some way through, but 


soon realized that the clouds were so 
heh that ne atrerait linded as ours was 
cond possihly get over them. The weather 
astern had begun to thicken and the clouds 
covered most of the landmarks. 

Weather conditions change very rap- 
idly in the Arctic, a fact which is of preat 
concern to the aviator, who can not fly 
through for and clouds: over the land as 
he can over the sea, smece there is ¢rent 
danger of mmning into a mountain or cliff. 
Neither can he fand and wait for the 
weather to clear, if he has no lnndime 
place! Nor can he keep on flying around, 
as his pas eventually gives out. 
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We decided to fly over the clouds and 
take a chance on finding Erah. “Without 
a landmark it was necessary to steer a 
compass. course. Luckily, we found a rift 
in the clotuls over Smith Sound, with fog 
only tm places” here ane there on the 
water. So we were able to make the

"What they have accomplished on this: 


trip has been almost superhuman, ard 
even if we siceeel in the highest meastre 
it can not imerease my pride in them. 
Their attitude seems to have heen to live 
tit to the best traditions of the Navy, 
They never hesitated to spend hours fly- 
ing over areas where their lives dependerl

ONLY ONE FORCED LANDING IN -ARCTIC 


There was one forced landing diring 
our Arctic work, but it did) not come 
until we were ready to leave Etah, where 
there was open. water. 

By the 2oth the burned wings on the 
Nd-? lel heen replaced by new wines, 
anew engine meatalled, and we were ready 
to go agnin; but on thatday Commander 
MacMillan gave orders to get ready for 
the return trip. Fle stated that the head 
af ietah Ptord had frozen over the might 
bofore and that.a forced landing m Can- 
mn Fiord or Eureka Sound would cer- 
famly result ina freezing-in of the planes. 

The leader of the Expectition was right. 
He knows the Arctic, amd itis due to bis 
good judgment that the personnel aml the 
planes got back to this-country safely, 

- We were all depressed that we contd 
fot ¢ooon with oor work, for we were 
learning the location of the few water 
landing places an we never gave up the 
hope of accomplishing cur umission, With 
more time and a better season, | anv ¢on- 
hdlent that the unexplored area could have 
been rege led, 

However, there was another great adl- 
venture alread of ws—the fight over the 
Greenland ice-cap.

At 3:15 Bennett and T leit for a flight 
over the Greenlantl jce-cap, The visi- 
bilite was wonderful that dav, and we 
climbed to an altitude of 11.000 feet, We 
could see too miles in every direction, As 
we got farther in over the jee-cap it grew 
bitterly wold, although at 7000 fect we 
had encountered a. warm stratum of air. 

We were flying inva direction o little 
south of exst over a part.ai the ice-cap 
never lefore explored, and we saw tn the 
direction’ we were going that it reached 
wn altitude equal to that ef the pline— 
Iiooo feet—ligher thin any altitude 
heretcfore reported (sec,-also, page 529). 

To me the Oreentanil ice-cap is one of 
the great natoral wonders of the worli— 
1.500 miles lone, about O30 miles wide, 
with an area of 7oa,0o0 stmre miles of 
solid ice and averaging over a mile in 
height—the world’s great iccherg factory. 

The glieters: near the foot are preatly 
erevasserl, but farther up, where they join 
the ice-cap, they are fairly smavwth arid 
firm.

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The handbills Informed this homeless and 
now governmentless multitude that these 
not out of the city within a week's time 
would be deported, This resulted next 
morning in the mad stanipede af 350,000 
people toward the quay-traversing. barrier 
that led to several other such barriers on 
the railroad pier. Anchored in the harbor 
lay the long-awaited ships—how hope- 
lessly small and few they seemed !— 
Greek ships flying the American flag. 

Uneownted hundreds were crushed to 
death or pushed over the quayside to 
dtawn, on that first day, when eight:shins; 
conveyed by American destroyers, de- 
parted with 43,000 souls aboard, For 
those Ieft lehind there remained but six 
more chances—a chance a day—then the 
black despair of deportation into the in- 
terior (see paves 558 and 502), 

Six more days at the barriers, where 
wanten'’s shrieks told of wives being 
pushed through to liberty. and of hushands 
drageed hack for the rope-gang, comsist- 
ing of male deportees tn file behween two 
long wrist-binding topes; where women

~ With the Turks" house-to-honse search, 
Too,000 cellar-hiders. were aiderl to the 
diminishing quay population, this rmecessi- 
tating a time-extension of six days. 


THE FLIGHT OF THOUSANDS FROM THBACE 


Ry October 8 the evacuation was com- 
plete. Disregarding the great number of 
deported’ men and youths, 300,000 people 
had been ewncuated in a fortnight, 180,00 
of them under the supervision of the 
United States Navy and the Disaster Re- 
lief Committee, assisted hy British naval 
forces. Estimates of the Smiyrna’ dis- 
aster placed the loss of life at 10,000 and 
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the property destruction at $400,000,000, 
And thus this second’ wove m the great 
trek passed over into Greece, 

By now, addresses Detore the Learue 
of Nations were urging that body to act 
in the crisis. Bart though 4oo,ooo refiuyrees 
were scattered at Athens, Salomiki, Ro- 
dasto, amd the AlZgean islinds in lots of 
50,000 to 100,000, the crisis was not yet. 
On September 23 an Allied note had re- 
transferred to the victorious “Turks East 
Thrace, which had heen annexed by 
Greece under the Sévres Treatv. This 
triangular “backyard of Constantinople” 
erretched westward from 25 miles behind. 
the city to the Mantza Kiver ond con- 
tained Goo,000 (reek and Turkish farm- 
ers, in about equal racial proportions, 

Bullets giving a month's notice of the 
withdrawal of the Greek troops and the 
entrance of Turkish gendarmerie were to 
he posted in order té allay possible panic. 
But panic was already abroad, as inex- 
tinguishable as Smyrna's, Within one 
week of the quayside evactiation, UChracian 
Creeks saw Greek troops: striking camp 
and marching westward, 

“You're coming back?" the farmers 
anxioitshy asked, 

“No, was the response. | 

And within an hour villages were de- 
serted. Household gowls and sacks of 
seed grain were fling into wains. the oxen 
were hitched, then the little commounity 
trekked westward, out of the backyard of
